Planning. Downtown 
Halifax Business 
Commission says its 
stance on Skye project 
isn’t anti-development 
but pro-HRMbyDesign

The Downtown Halifax 
Business Commission says 
granting the Skye Halifax 
project an exception to mu¬ 
nicipal planning documents 
will lead to “decades of de¬ 
velopment paralysis in the 
downtown core.” 

In a post on its website 
Wednesday, the commis¬ 
sion said council shouldn’t 
approve planning amend¬ 
ments to allow for the 
48-storey building proposed 
for 1591 Granville St. 

“We are saying that we 
must validate the massive 
amount of public consul¬ 
tation that went into the 
downtown plan,” reads the 
post. “We are saying that, 


yes, some flexibility must 
be part of the plan, but we 
cannot go down the road 
of questioning our plan at 
the earliest available oppor¬ 
tunity because we fear be¬ 
ing labelled ‘anti-develop¬ 
ment.’” 

On Feb. 21, Halifax 
regional council rejected 
a staff recommendation to 
kill the Skye project. 

The proposed project is 
150 metres tall. The down¬ 
town plan limits build¬ 
ings on the property to 66 
metres. 

Staff were concerned the 
changes would essentially 
undermine the authority 
and intention of munici¬ 
pal planning documents 
that were the result of HR- 
MbyDesign. 

According to Andy Fill¬ 
more, HRM’s manager of 
urban design, nine pro¬ 


jects have or will soon be 
approved since the new 
downtown plan was imple¬ 
mented two years ago. He 
said that’s more than the 
previous 20 years. 

Staff credited the clarity 
of HRMbyDesign, in part, 
for the spike in develop¬ 
ment. 

But Steve Streatch, one 
of the councillors who 
voted to send Skye to public 
consultations, said he won’t 
be bound by municipal 
planning documents. 

“With all respect to the 
people that worked on 
HRMbyDesign, it’s a docu¬ 
ment. But documents have 
come and gone,” Streatch 
said. 

“Documents are guides 
only. And members of coun¬ 
cil are entitled and, indeed, 
should be encouraged to 
vote their conscience.”

A new offer could land on 
the transit union’s doorstep 
on Thursday. 

Mayor Peter Kelly 
said Tuesday that Halifax 
regional council wants to 
restart negotiations with 
the union and conciliators. 
Shaune MacKinlay, HRM 
spokeswoman, said staff 
were in contact with the 
union Wednesday and spent 
the day hammering out a 
new deal. 

“We would like to get 
back to the bargaining table 
and present that pack¬ 
age to the ATU Local 508,” 
MacKinlay said. 

The municipality won’t 
discuss details, but Kelly was 
adamant that rostering is 
still a deal-breaker. Ros¬ 
tering is the scheduling sys¬ 
tem preferred by HRM, and 


it has been a major sticking 
point in negotiations. 

“There’s a mandate that’s 
provided and the total pack¬ 
age amount will remain the 
same, although we’ve been 
instructed to be creative 
within that mandate,” 
MacKinlay said. 

Ken Wilson, president of 
Amalgamated Transit Union 
Local 508, said he wants to 
see the offer by email before 
deciding whether to go back 
to the bargaining table. 

He added that there is 
some flexibility on the ros¬ 
tering issue. 

“There’s always some 
movement and I’m not go¬ 
ing to close the door to go¬ 
ing back into negotiations. 

I don’t think that’s fair to 
the members or the public,” 
he said. 

“Are we going back into 
true negotiations, or are we 
going back to be dictated to 
again? That’s the question.” 



No private bus service rolling into town

There will be no bus service, 
renegade or otherwise, in the 
Halifax Regional Municipal¬ 
ity on Thursday. 

Several Halifax media out¬ 
lets reported Wednesday that 
an unnamed group was plan¬ 
ning to run a private bus ser¬ 
vice from Lower Sackville to 
downtown Halifax by week’s 
end. 

The reports cited an ad 
on Kijiji, as well as a website 
called Bus Strike Relief. Nei¬ 
ther site offered any contact 
information. 

A section of the site titled 
“Investment Opportunity” 
featured a forum where 
people could submit their 


contact information for an 
“investors (sic) package.” 

Bus Strike Relief was 
firing back at suggestions the 
whole thing was a hoax in a 
blog update on Wednesday 
afternoon. 

“It has been suggested in 
the media that this is a hoax. 
Not so is the strike real, yes 
(sic),” the group wrote. 

“Hoax I don’t think so. 
Our search for more equip¬ 
ment continues.” 

The site was taken down 
shortly afterward. 

The province’s Utility 
and Review Board must ap¬ 
prove any transit service 
with vehicles that seat more 


than eight. UARB spokesman 
Paul Allan said no such re¬ 
quest had been filed with the 
board. 

The group claimed one of 
five buses purchased from 
Quebec was vandalized hours 
after arriving in Halifax. 
Theresa Rath, spokeswoman 
for Halifax Regional Police, 
said police had received no 
reports of bus vandalism. 

Police did have some ad¬ 
vice for would-be investors, 
however. 

“If you have any questions, 
or if there’s a question mark 
in your mind, you should lis¬ 
ten to that,” she said.

HRM breaks the 
rules to grant $50K 
to naval memorial

HRM is looking to chip in 
$50,000 to get a new naval me¬ 
morial underway on the Hali¬ 
fax waterfront. 

The grants committee ap¬ 
proved the money in principle 
this week, but it will need 
approval by Halifax regional 
council to make it official. It’s 
double the maximum amount 
usually handed out by the 
committee, but rules have 
been broken before. 

The Canadian Naval Me¬ 
morial Trust has plans to 
build a permanent enclosure 
around the HMCS Sackville, 
a navy memorial and an in-

terpretive centre behind the 
Maritime Museum of the At¬ 
lantic. They’re currently rais¬ 
ing money for the first stage 
of the project: hiring a project 
manager and a competition 
for architects to come up with 
a design. 

“With the influence they 
have at council, I’d be happy to 
get away with only $50,000,” 
said Coun. Russell Walker. He 
called the naval trust a lobby 
group that has a lot of pull 
with “particular members” of 
council. 

Committee members had 
concerns about the trust’s abil¬ 
ity to raise enough money, not 
only for the design competi¬ 
tion, but for the overall project 
itself. 


“I don’t want to waste our 
money, taxpayer money,” 
David Woo, a citizen member 
of the committee, said during 
the meeting Monday. 

According to an HRM staff 
report, the province has al¬ 
ready committed $150,000, 
and ACOA has contributed 
$60,000. The trust is putting 
up $100,000 and private-sector 
donations equal $35,000. 

In an interview, Doug 
Thomas, executive director of 
the Canadian Naval Memorial 
Trust, said they have enough 
money to get it going. As for 
the $50 million, they plan to 
fund raise some of it and get 
the federal government to 
come up with the rest. 

“It’s the naval equivalent of 
the memorial of Vimy Ridge in 
France,” he said, adding once 
completed, it would be an 
iconic landmark for Halifax. 

“This is a major project for 
the Halifax Waterfront and it 
will bring in a lot of tourism,” 
he said. 


Oldie but goodie. Memorial would be 
seen as an 'iconic building’: Naval trust 


At 70 years old, the HMCS 
Sackville is not a young ship. 

During the off-season, 
she’s parked and sheltered at 
the navy dockyard where re¬ 
pairs are made. But battling 
the elements is tough on the 
wartime corvette. 

A permanent enclosure 
would protect the Sackville 
year-round for decades to 


come, said Doug Thomas, 
the executive director of the 
Canadian Naval Memorial 
Trust. 

An accompanying naval 
memorial will pay tribute to 
sailors lost in conflicts at sea 
and during peacetime. 

The interpretive centre, 
which may be added on to 
the Maritime Museum of the 


Atlantic, will tell the 100- 
plus year history of the Can¬ 
adian navy. 

“This memorial and in¬ 
terpretive centre we see as 
being an iconic building, 
and, in years to come, people 
will recognize that as being 
something from Halifax,” 
Thomas said.

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FLU WATCH 

About 10 to 25 per cent of 
Canadians get the flu each sea¬ 
son, while the average Canadian 
deals with three to four colds 
every year. 

Immunization is the best pro¬ 
tection against the flu, and the 
best time to be immunized in 
Canada is right now, says Dr. 
Bonnie Henry, medical director, 
Communicable Disease Preven¬ 
tion Service, B.C. Centre for 
Disease Control, Vancouver. 
Pretty well everyone is encour¬ 
aged to get a flu shot including 
pregnant women and children 
under two. Speak to your doctor 
for more information. 

To keep track of the spread 
of flu and flu-like illnesses, 
bookmark Public Health Agency 
of Canada’s Flu Watch phac- 
aspc.gc.ca/fluwatch/. So far, 
only sporadic influenza activity 
has been reported. But there has 
been an increase in detections of 
cold viruses. 


HAND HYGIENE KEY 

How many times did you wash your 
hands today? 

If it’s fewer than five times, your risk 
for catching a cold or flu virus goes up, 
according to Dr. Bonnie Henry, medical 
director, Communicable Disease Preven¬ 
tion Service at the B.C. Centre for Dis¬ 
ease Control. 

With cold and flu season in Canada 
gearing up and not peaking until early 
2012, it’s important to do everything you 


can to avoid the viruses that cause colds 
and flu. 

“We know that people who wash 
or clean their hands five times a day 
are less likely to get colds and flus,” 
says Henry. 

Most respiratory viruses spread by 
coughing, but they can also spread indi¬ 
rectly when people cough into their 
hands and then touch objects. A virus 
can survive on commonly touched sur¬ 
faces such as doorknobs, countertops, 
faucets and toys — popular places 
young children put their little hands on 


every day. Kids aren’t always as careful 
with their hygiene as adults — they drop 
toys, play on the floor, and put their 
hands in their mouths. Using a product 
like Mr. Clean with Febreze freshness 
Disinfectant Liquid can help. It is not 
only formulated to kill the flu virus 
(influenza A2) when used as directed, 
but it also leaves a fresh, pleasant 
scent behind. 

“Viruses can stay alive for 24 to 48 
hours,” says Donna Wiens, president of

“So the next person that comes along 
and turns the doorknob or uses the 
telephone, is at risk. 

“We’re big promoters of hand hy¬ 
giene, cough etiquette (such as covering 
your mouth when you cough), influenza 
immunization, and staying home if 
you’re sick. And none of those stand on 
their own — they all go together.” 

The other important message: it’s 
everyone’s responsibility to do every¬ 
thing possible to avoid spreading germs.

The average child will get between 
eight and 12 cold or flu viruses a year, 
while adults typically get six to eight. 
The bad news? There’s no cure. 

“You can’t take antibiotics for a 
virus,” says Dr. Jonathan Kerr, a 
spokesperson for The College of Fam¬ 
ily Physicians of Canada. “But your 
body will heal itself in five to 14 days, 
depending on how severe the virus is.” 

To get well soon, Kerr recommends 
following these doctor’s orders: 

GET PLENTY OF REST If you sleep for a day 
or two when you first get sick, the 
world won’t stop revolving — and it 
could help you feel better faster. “I ask 
my patients how well they’re really 
* functioning when they feel miser¬ 
able,” says Kerr. “The body will heal 
itself if you do the right things, but 
you have to be patient. It could take a 
week or two before you feel com¬ 
pletely well again.” 

REPLACE LOST FLUIDS If you’re vomiting 
and sweating or you have diarrhea, 
drink lots of water or other non-caf- 


feinated beverages such as juice 
and herbal tea. Homemade chicken 
soup is great too. “If someone who 
cares about you made it, there’s a 
psychological component that will 
make you feel better,” says Kerr. 

“Plus it’s mostly fluid, and the protein 
in the chicken will give you some 
strength.” Since ginger has anti¬ 
nausea properties, sipping cold or 
warm flat ginger ale may ease 
stomach upset. 



SEEK OVER-THE-COUNTER RELIEF A pharmacist 
can help you choose a product to ease 
a cough, a runny or stuffy nose or 
muscle aches. Want to try a supple¬ 
ment? Go ahead — some small studies 
have shown that zinc and echinacea 
may lessen a virus’ duration by half a 
day if you take them when symptoms 
start. “If you take the proper dosage, 
it won’t hurt and it might help,” 
says Kerr.

Survey. Satisfaction with 
provincial NDP declines 
slightly, according to poll 


Premier Darrell Dexter says 
it’s “flat wrong” to say his 
government is cutting edu¬ 
cation, despite a 1.3 per cent 
overall funding cut to school 
boards this fiscal year. 

Dexter defended the 
planned $ 13.4-million edu¬ 
cation-funding cut before a 
business audience Wednes¬ 
day in Halifax, saying it’s ne¬ 
cessary given the province’s 
continual decline in enrol¬ 
ment. 

After his speech to the 
Nova Scotia Chamber of 
Commerce, Dexter said the 
ratio of funding per student 
has actually increased under 
his government, adding that 
the 1.3 per cent cut is a rec¬ 
ognition that the system 
must adapt to declining en¬ 
rolment. 

“It’s disingenuous to try 
to pretend that demand can 
decline and decline and de¬ 
cline and you don’t do any¬ 
thing about addressing it,” 
Dexter said. 

“It’s simply the fact that 
the money that we’re put¬ 
ting into delivering educa¬ 
tion to each student is in¬ 
creasing.”

Satisfaction with the provin¬ 
cial government led by Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter declined 
slightly, according to new poll¬ 
ing data from Halifax’s Cor¬ 
porate Research Associates. 

But most shifts within the 
February survey are well with¬ 
in the margin of error. 

Of the 806 voting-aged 
Nova Scotians surveyed, 48 per 
cent said they are mostly or 
completely satisfied with the 
performance of the provincial 
NDP. That’s down from 55 per 
cent in November of last year. 

On the flip side, 42 per cent 
of respondents said they were 
either mostly or completely 
dissatisfied with the govern¬ 
ment. A further 10 per cent 
said they didn’t know, or had 
no answer. 

If an election were held to¬ 
day, the poll says 44 per cent 
of decided voters would vote 
NDP, with the Liberals at 27 
per cent and the Tories at 25 
per cent. A full 44 per cent, 
however, said they were un¬ 
decided, didn’t know or do not 
plan to vote. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
remains first choice among 
preference for premiers (29 
per cent). Liberal Leader Ste-

A grad program announced 
Wednesday will help com¬ 
panies get new grads on the 
cheap. 

Percy Paris, economic 
and rural development and 
tourism minister, pledged 
$400,000 for the next aca¬ 


demic year to subsidize 50 
job placements. 

While the program is 
open to all businesses — and 
many have expressed inter¬ 
est — the ocean technology, 
finance, aerospace and IT 
sectors are high-growth and 
could probably use it the 
most, he said. 

“The fact that a number 
of employers have already 
expressed a keen interest 
— I think that means some¬ 
thing,” Paris said. 

For successful applicants, 
the province will pay half the 
wages of a co-op student for 
three months, up to $7,500. 

Saeed El-Darahali, 

president and CEO of IT firm 
SimplyCast, said he hires 15 


to 20 co-op students a year 
from Halifax’s post second¬ 
ary institutions. He said they 
have a 90 per cent employ¬ 
ment rate. 

“We can (now) hire more 
people going forward,” he 
said. “For us, I’d like to hire 
10 people every semester, in¬ 
stead of five.” 

They can’t hire as many 
people as they train, but 
they’re building their own 
supply of workers as the 
company grows, he said. 

There are other provincial 
programs that provide wage 
incentives for employers to 
hire co-op students. 

Paris said this program al¬ 
lows more involvement from 
employers.

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Manhunt. Mounties 
launch global search for 
Tamil ship Mastermind’ 


Mounties have launched 
an international manhunt 
for the first person charged 
in connection with a ship 
that brought hundreds of 
Tamil migrants to Canada’s 
West Coast a year and a half 
ago. 

Thayalcaran Marlcandu has 
been charged with organiz¬ 
ing illegal entry into Canada, 
the RCMP said Wednesday. 

The charge relates to the 
MV Sun Sea, which arrived 
in August 2010 cariying 492 
Tamil migrants. 

Marlcandu, who was born 
in 1972 according to court 
records, is currently believed 
to be living abroad, although 
Mounties haven’t confirmed 
where, said Sgt. Duncan 
Pound. 

An indictment filed in B.C. 
provincial court accuses Mar- 
lcandu of offences in the Juan 
de Fuca Strait off the B.C. 
coast, as well as in Sri Lanka, 
Malaysia and Thailand. 

The indictment, which 
was sworn Monday and con¬ 
tains unproven allegations, 


claims Marlcandu “did know¬ 
ingly organize, induce, aid or 
abet the coming into Canada 
of one or more persons who 
are not in the possession of a 
visa, passport or other docu¬ 
ment required by the Immi¬ 
gration and Refugee Protec¬ 
tion Act.” 

The Sun Sea arrived with 
492 Tamils on board, includ¬ 
ing men, women and chil¬ 
dren. 

All made refugee claims, 
pointing to decades of vio¬ 
lence wrought by a 26-year 
civil war in their home coun¬ 
try of Sri Lanka. 

As of January, three of the 
Sun Sea passengers had their 
refugee claims approved, 
according to the latest fig¬ 
ures. 

Another 13 migrants had 
their claims withdrawn, 
either because of deportation 
orders or because the claim¬ 
ants withdrew their applica¬ 
tions themselves. 

Also, five claims 
were abandoned.

Air Canada’s biggest union is 
threatening to strike just as 
the busy March Break travel 
season gets under way. 

Its members are furious 
over what they consider the 
airline’s refusal to deal with 
pension issues. 

Union vice-president Dave 
Ritchie said Wednesday the 
machinists, cargo agents and 
baggage handlers rejected 
a tentative deal because Air 
Canada hasn’t addressed the 
pension concerns — espe¬ 
cially after members agreed 
to millions of dollars in cost 
cutting to help the airline re¬ 
structure. 

The International Associa¬ 
tion of Machinists and Aero¬ 
space Workers said its 8,600 
members will walk off the job 
if they don’t get a new deal by 


12:01 a.m ET on Mar. 12. 

Ritchie said if the union 
were to strike, flights would 
be grounded because its 
members provide crucial ser¬ 
vices such as fixing and de¬ 
icing planes. 

“If we hit the lines, flights 
will be grounded,” he said. 

“Unfortunately, the pub¬ 
lic is going to be inconven¬ 
ienced and I can understand 
that but you know what my 
membership has suffered for 
10 years,” he added. 

Ritchie said the union’s 
negotiating committee

underestimated the anger of 
its membership, who rejected 
a tentative deal by a 66 per

Of particular concern 
are wages and a sizable pen¬ 
sion deficit, which the union 
says Air Canada has not dealt 
with, despite the sale of $2 
billion in assets. 

The union had already 
agreed in 2009 to defer pay¬ 
ment on its pension plan 
until 2014, but the com¬ 
pany is asking for $350 
million in pension conces¬ 
sions while top executives 
continue to be paid hand¬ 
somely, Ritchie declared.

Every time Apple hints at releas¬ 
ing a new product, the rumours 
begin to swirl. Speculation on 
what will be announced and the 
latest features are inevitable. 
Some of the rumours turn out 
to be true, some of them wrong. 
In the case of the new iPad, the 
media nailed it. 

The new iPad (not the iPad 
3 or iPad HD) looks and feels 
much like the iPad 2. It’s 0.6 
millimetres thicker and 51 
grams heavier — hardly notice¬ 
able. The easiest way to tell the 
difference is by looking at the 
screen. 


Apple calls it the Retina 
display, because it’s nearly im¬ 
possible to pick out individual 
pixels with the naked eye. The 
new iPad has four times the 
number of pixels than the iPad 
2, with 264 pixels per square 
inch. This means it has one 
million more pixels than the 
high-defrnition TV in your liv¬ 
ing room. Text is much clearer 
and easier to read. Graphics also 
look smooth and polished. 

The enhanced graphics are 
made possible by Apple’s new 
A5X processor. The chip allows 
for quad-core graphics, double 
the performance of the iPad 2. 
Those who love to play games 
will see the value in the chip. 

One of my biggest dis¬ 
appointments with the iPad 2 
was the camera quality. Apple 
says it has listened to customer 
feedback and decided to change 
the cameras. The rear of the 
new iPad will feature a new 
five-megapixel iSight camera 


with auto focus, face detection 
and auto white balance. It will 
also have the ability to record 
1080p HD video at 30 frames 
per second. The front camera re¬ 
mains VGA-quality, which may 


disappoint some. 

The last feature is the ability 
to download and surf the web 
faster, supporting 4G and LTE. 
The new iPad will be available 
March 16, starting at $519.

Despite ongoing concerns 
about household debt, home 
ownership is becoming more 
affordable in Canada, says new 
research by the Royal Bank. 

RBC’s latest report says 
home affordability improved 
in the final months of 2011 for 
the second consecutive quar¬ 
ter, thanks to softening house 
prices and income gains. 

Owning a home in Canada 
now takes up as much pre-tax 
income as it did a year ago, 
even though household indebt¬ 
edness has continued to rise 
and is now at a record-high 153 


per cent of disposable income. 

“The improvement in af¬ 
fordability was modest for the 
most part, but still significant 
enough to dial back the de¬ 
terioration that impacted the 
market in spring last year,” 
said RBC chief economist Craig 
Wright in a release.

metronews.ca/hesays foreign lands, as I plan to in Sep¬ 
tember, you must make it clear 
to fellow adventurers that you 
have travelled much farther, experienced far more and appreci¬ 
ated it all on a far deeper level than they could ever know. 

Furthermore, you must make it clear that, though your 
experiences would thrill and delight the average middle-of-the- 
paclc backpacker, to you it was a bit of a bore. 

If a fellow traveller saw the village church, you went inside 
and had a spiritual moment. If he went bungee jumping, you 
went skydiving. If he climbed Mount Everest, you reached 
the summit with a really tall Sherpa and then stood on his 
shoulders.

With a career spanning more

“It’s maturity that chan¬ 
ges the sound but you have to 
avoid getting too comfortable 
with one method,” Roberts 
said. “If I had stayed in one 
mode I would have had a much 
less satisfying career and it 
would have been a lot shorter.” 

Though the early memories 
of his first ventures into music 
are “a little tougher to pinpoint 
because they’re clouded by hor¬ 
mones,” Roberts credits his cur¬ 
rent growth to the surround¬ 
ings that inspire his music. 

He said staying relevant is 
as much of a lifestyle choice as 
it is a musical one.

DIY Ideas. Painting 
with templates is a fun 
and inexpensive way 
to update the look 
of your home 


If you’re looking for a fun DIY 
activity over the March break, 
painting with templates is 
a great place to start. Sweat 
Equity host Amy Matthews 
helps homeowners determine 
which home improvement pro¬ 
jects will return the most bang 
for their buck and a fresh new 
wall design is sure to create a 
stylish and updated look. 

Brainstorm 


Painting with templates is an 
emerging decorating trend that 
offers a great deal of versatility. 
A border pattern can be applied 
to a kid’s room, an accent wall 


to a bedroom or a mural cre¬ 
ated in a living room. There 
are many types of stencils to 
choose from including plastic 
and cardboard varieties as well 
as removable wall stickers for a 
simpler option. Plastic stencils 
are washable and reusable after 
paint is applied whereas card¬ 
board varieties eventually need 
to be replaced; keep this in 
mind if you plan on creating a 
larger border. The variety of fun 
designs available at craft and 
home decor stores allows for a 
truly personalized creation. 

Getting started 


Explore colour combinations 
on a sample area. Smooth 
walls will produce crisp de¬ 
signs so it is always a good 
idea to ensure that they are 
clean, dust-free and in good 
condition before applying 
the pattern. Any chips can 
be filled, primed and painted 
prior to stenciling. Flat paint 


is recommended over semi¬ 
gloss so that the stencil pat¬ 
tern adheres more readily. 

Painting advice 


It is best to use a “diybrush” 
technique when working with 
stencils. This means using a 
paint brush that is relatively 
dry but still holds paint. If 
using a roller, roll it over the 
paint until mostly absorbed 
and then blot off any excess 
paint. Foam rollers work bet¬ 
ter than fluffy rollers. Always 
use light to medium pressure 
when painting over a stencil 
as excessive pressure may 
cause paint to bleed. A second 
coat can always be applied if 
desired. Attach stencils to the 
wall using painter’s tape and 
a leveler. Once paint is dry to 
the touch, carefully remove 
the stencil.

To mark International Women's Day, journalist Brigitte Noel spent time speaking to 
Metro columnist Jeanne Beker and her daughters, Joey and Bekky, about 
feminism, motherhood, role models and more... 


HAVING IT ALL IN HEELS

On feminism: 

Jeanne: To me that whole 
idea of feminism, while it 
was such a godsend when 
we first caught wind of it or 
first started to really cham¬ 
pion it in the ’60s when 
I was growing up, now 
seems a little old-fashioned. 
Although, I’m not sure — 
what do you guys feel about 
that?” 

Bekky: I think feminism is a 
very dangerous thing to de¬ 
fine because the second you 
do, you start aggravating 
people who don’t agree with 
your definition of it. (...) 

I don’t know if it’s a matter 
of feminism so much as 
recognizing the humanity 
of the person regardless of 
gender or sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

Jeanne: I remember when 
I was even a bit younger 
than my girls are now and 
I was going to university 
or college and reading Ger¬ 
maine Greer’s works, Gloria 
Steinem. (...) Everybody was 
just reading these works 
about (feminism) and what 
it meant, and how we had 
to start thinking. Then all 
of a sudden it just became 
part of the way I saw the 
world and part of my psyche 
and I would hope part of my 
whole generation’s psyche. 

On women’s rights: 

Bekky: It’s always necessary 
to fight for whatever rights 
you can. I think that we 
have to defend ourselves. 
When people aren’t paying 
attention to what their 
rights are, their rights are 
taken away from them. 
We’re very fortunate to 
be living in Canada where 
(human rights) are less of an 
issue than in other parts of 
the world, but I think that 
gay rights and queer rights 
and trans rights and rights 
of these even more margin¬ 
alized groups than women 
are what come to mind as 
being more important to 
fight for nowadays. 

Jeanne: And we have special 
rights too. When I think of 
how, when I decided to have 
a baby all those years ago, 
there was no such thing as 
a year of mat leave. Now it’s 
thrilling that women have 
that option today — they 
certainly did not have it 
20-odd years ago when I was 
having my kids. 

Lessons from motherhood: 

Jeanne: I’ve learned that 
it’s important to be very 
open-minded. I was a pretty 
open-minded individual but 
you have to be even more 
open-minded. I feel I’m still 
learning not to be quick to 
judge, more tolerant. I think 
my kids just teach me to 
be a better person because 
they’ve taught me a lot 
about unconditional love 
and the necessity of encour¬ 
aging people to blaze their 


own trails and not follow in 
footsteps. The number one 
question that I absolutely 
detest is when people ask if 
my daughters are following 
my footsteps. What do you 
think, I’ve raised a couple 
of followers, I’ve raised a 
couple of wimps? Without 
question, my daughters are 


blazing their own trails as 
I feel that I did and would 
never want them to just be 
a second act in that way. 
They’re an opening act for 
their own generation and 
hopefully one day maybe 
their own families. 


On having it all: 

Jeanne: Above all, I think 
what my daughters taught 
me is that love will find a 
way. It sounds really corny, 
but a lot of people would 
have looked at me and 
thought “you’ve got such 
a crazy busy career, how 
can you possibly take the 


time to sit back and have 
a family?” I went back to 
work after like three weeks 
with each of them. (...)
